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Preparation and distribution of a questionnaire on Questionnaire Authorized 
the latest proposal to change payments under P.L.550 on New P.L. 550 Amendment 
were authorized by the Council's Committee on Relationships 
of Higher Education to the Federal Government at its meeting on April 15. This 
action followed a long discussion in which three representatives of the Associa- 
tion of American Colleges, Executive Secretary Guy E. Snavely, Executive Secre- 
tary-Elect Theodore M. Distler, and Chancellor William P. Tolley participated. 


Chancellor Tolley explained the provisions of the new amendment. The pro- 
posal in brief is that $30 a month be paid to each institution of higher learn- 
ing by the Federal government on behalf of each veteran, and that a portion or 


the whole of this sum, if appropriate, be credited toward the veteran's tuition 
and fees. 


At the January meeting of the Committee on Relationships a resolution was 
passed requesting President Adams, Chairman Heald and President Morrill to hold 
a meeting with Chancellor Fitzgerald, President Tolley and other representatives 
of the Association of American Colleges to consider the relations of the two 
organizations with regard to P.L. 550. Such a meeting was held. It was agreed 
at that time that a group representing the AAC would talk with Congressman 
Springer about the probability of Congressional support for a new amendment to 
P.L. 550 and that President Adams would accompany the group as an observer. The 
meeting was held in Congressman Springer's office on April 7. Those present 
were Chancellor Tolley, Father Flynn, Dean Meng, Dr. Snavely and President Adams. 
The group also spoke with Senators Smith of New Jersey and Griswold on the same 
day. The result of the meeting with Congressman Springer as reported by Pres- 
ident Adams with the full agreement of Chancellor Tolley was that Mr. Springer 
said he would introduce the amendment if (a) he could be assured that it would 
have broad and active support from the major agencies representing higher educa- 
tion and (b) a companion measure would be introduced in the Senate. 


The Committee approved the following actions: 


1. That the Council should issue a questionnaire on the proposed amendment to 
be distributed to all colleges and universities, including non-members as 


well as members of the Council, and to the Council's Constituent organiza- 
tions. 


2. That the questionnaire should be accompanied by an explanation of the terms 
of the proposed amendment, a brief statement of pertinent facts including 
the statistical results of the enrollment study now completed by the U. S. 
Office of Education, and listing of major arguments pro and con. 


3. That President Walters and Chancellor Tolley should act as a committee of two 
to formulate the questionnaire and the presentation of accompanying material. 
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4. Since a number of questions relating to the precise wording of the amendment 
are unresolved, a committee composed of Dr. Snavely as chairman, Messrs. 
McCaskill of the NEA, Thackrey of the Land-Grant College Association and 
Howes of the Council staff would meet with the person who drafted the amend- 
ment to determine if clarification is needed and can be accomplished. 


5. That the U. S. Office of Education should be requested to provide the necess- 
ary enrollment statistics at the earliest possible moment. 


6. That when the material is ready, it will be distributed by the Council as 
quickly as possible with a request for prompt replies in order that there 
may be no unnecessary delay in tabulating the answers. 


As this Bulletin goes to press, the amendment has been clarified, the 
statistics from the U. S. Office of Education have been received, and President 
Walters and Chancellor Tolley are working on the draft of the questionnaire. 


Compulsory ROTC Threatened The Department of Defense Appropriation Bill, H.R. 8873, 
by Appropriation Bill Rider as passed by the House of Representatives on April 29, 


contains the following rider as Section 731: 


" 

No part of the funds appropriated herein shall be expended for the 
support of any student in basic courses of the senior division, Reserve 
Officers Training Corps, who has not executed a certificate of loyalty 
in such form as shall be prescribed by the Secretary of Defense." 


It is apparent that this provision, if sustained in the Senate, will make it 
difficult for many institutions and probably impossible for some to continue com- 
pulsory ROTC. Institutions cannot require foreign students and members of certain 
religious sects to execute a certificate of loyalty to the United States. Hence 
such students presumably must be exempted from ROTC or denied admission. Either 
alternative would, in some areas, violate state laws dealing with state-supported 
institutions. This matter will be considered by the Committee on Relationships 
of Higher Education to the Federal Government and appropriate action taken. 


House Action Would Limit At the request of three institutions in New York City 
Urban Campus Development and the Association of Urban Universities, the Committee 
on Relationships of Higher Education to the Federal 

Government voted unanimously at its meeting on April 15 to urge the Senate to re- 
move from H.R. 883, the Independent Offices Appropriation Bill, a rider providing 
that Title I funds under the Federal Housing Act may be used for residential pur- 
poses only. The Committee endorsed a letter to Senator Saltonstall from President 
Robert W. Van Houten of the Association of Urban Universities that said in part: 


"The Executive Committee of the Association of Urban Universities 
hereby registers opposition to the Independent Offices Appropriation 
bill amendment, initiated by Congressman Phillips, which may be inter- 
preted to exclude college and university participation in redevelopment 
projects under Title I of the Federal Housing Act... 


"In meeting the demands upon them for expansion of plant to care for 
present and future needs, urban colleges and universities should not be 
excluded from participation in redevelopment projects under the Federal 
Housing Act when local planning indicates their inclusion is advantageous 
to the community and the project concerned. 


"Examination of instances of inclusion of educational institutions 
in urban redevelopment establishes beyond doubt that the Phillips pro- 
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posal is an unwarranted restriction on sound and effective local planning 
and an unnecessary handicap to the essential development of colleges and 


universities in urban centers which at present are or in the future may 
be concerned with projects under the Federal Housing Act." 


The new contracts for correspondence courses issued USAFI Issues Contracts 
by the United States Armed Forces Institute contain a new with New Security Clause 


clause, Article 1 (d), revising the provision regarding 
the services of personnel which caused a number of institutions last year to de- 
cline to sign. The new section follows: 


"In order to insure compliance with Section 625, Public Law 179, 
83rd Congress, lst Session, or comparable legislation passed by 
succeeding sessions of Congress, the Contractor will not utilize for 
the performance of services under this contract persons who are for 
security reasons disapproved by the Government pursuant to the fore- 
going legislation. No person shall be employed under this contract 
who fails to sign an affidavit to the effect that he does not advocate, 
and is not a member of an organization that advocates, the overthrow 
of the Government of the United States by force or violence. In any 
instance where information is developed that a person, even though he 
has signed such affidavit, should be disapproved under the provisions 
of the first sentence of this subparagraph d of Article 1, notification 
of such disapproval will be forwarded in writing by the Contracting 
Officer to the Contractor and the person concerned will be barred from 
rendering any further services under this contract thirty days after 
receipt of such notification by the Contractor. However, the decision 
of the Contracting Officer will not be final in any such case when the 
Contractor appeals in writing to the Secretary of the Army through the 
Contracting Officer within five (5) days from the receipt of notifica- 
tion of the determination of disapproval by the Contracting Officer. 
The appeal will be forwarded by the Contracting Officer to the Director, 
Office of Armed Forces Information and Education, Department of Defense, 
who will transmit the appeal to the Secretary of the Army or his author- 
ized representative for consideration. A hearing will be held by the 
Secretary or his authorized representative at which time the Contractor 
shall be given the opportunity to present any evidence or testimony 
pertinent to the case that he may wish. The decision of the Secretary 
or his authorized representative will be final and will be transmitted 
to the Contracting Officer." 


The Council will be glad to receive expressions of opinion as to this clause 
from representatives of institutions that have been offered contracts for the 
coming fiscal year. Such statements will assist the Committee on Relationships in 
determining what action, if any, should be taken with regard to this matter. 


A reprint of a series of three articles by Allison Intercollegiate Athletics 
Danzig which appeared orginally in the New York Times, Reviewed in Supplement 
is distributed as a supplement with 5,000 copies of this 
Bulletin. Although the reprint bears the title "The Story of the Ivy League 
Agreement on Football", the articles actually discuss at some length the problems 
of intercollegiate athletics in the past three years and describe activities of 
national and regional agencies, such as the NCAA, the American Council on Educa- 
tion, the regional accrediting associations, and various athletic conferences to 
eliminate recognized abuses. Because Mr. Danzig has such a high reputation as a 


sports writer, it is felt that his analysis of the situation will be of special 
interest to educators throughout the country.

Several Actions Taken The first meeting of the newly appointed Commission on 


by Council Commission Education and International Affairs was held on April 1m 
1954. Reports of the activities of the Council comni tt 


that are within the general cognizance of the Commission included: Advisory 
Committee on Policy to the Washington International Center; Committee on the 


Leaders Program; Committee on Inter-American Schools Service; and the two proposedialll 


committees on Institutional Projects Abroad and on Government and Education in 
International Relations. 


A statement to be presented in response to an invitation from the Chairman 
of the Senate Appropriations Committee was approved, requesting the Senate to 


restore the cut made by the House in the appropriation for the exchange of persons 


program. 


The following motions were passed unanimously: 


THAT the Commission request the staff to make such representations as 
desirable to appropriate government agencies to procure an interpretation 
to permit Fulbright lecturers to pay their tax in foreign currencies; 


THAT in considering this action, the presentation be within the context 
of the whole problem of taxation of scholarships and fellowships and in 
cooperation with other organizations and agencies. 


THAT representation be made in cooperation with the American Council on 
Education's Committee on Taxation and Fiscal Reporting to the appropriate 
government agency to clarify payment of income tax by foreign students 
and scholars in the United States. 


THAT the staff communicate the need for scholarships for Koreans to 
appropriate governmental agencies and urge that provision be made for 
such & program. The agencies suggested were: the Army, Foreign 
Operations Administration and the Department of State. 


Air Force Academy Legislation authorizing the establishment of an Air 
Authorized by Congress Force Academy has been passed by Congress and signed 
by the President. President Virgil M. Hancher of the 
State University of Iowa is a member of the special committee to recommend a 
site to the Secretary of the Air Force. 
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
